There  is  an  extensive  course  of  study  pursued  in  the  Seminary  in  three 
regular  classes,  denominated  Junior,  Middle  and  Senior.  The  studies  of  each 
class  are  designed  for  one  year,  though  the  pupils  will  be  advanced  from  class  J 
to  class  according  to  their  progress,  and  not  according  to  the  time  spent  in  the  j 
Institution.  While  a regular  course  is  pursued,  only  a small  proportion  are 
expected  to  go  through  the  whole  course.  Many,  whose  time  and  means  are 
limited,  will  make  more  improvement  not  to  attempt  it.  The  pressure,  the 
encumbrance,  the  exclusion  of  every  branch  not  absolutely  required,  will  be  a 
greater  loss  than  the  simple  loss  of  the  English  studies  of  the  Senior  Class. 
Young  ladies,  who  aim  at  a superior  and  extensive  education,  must  pursue  the 
study  of  the  languages,  and  of  the  ornamental  branches,  before  admission  to 
the  Seminary,  or  spend  two  years  in  each  of  the  first  two  classes  to  secure  the 
necessary  time,  or  suspend  their  regular  studies,  and  stay  out  a year  or  two  to 
pursue  them. 

STUDIES  REQUIRED  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE  SEMINARY. 

A good  knowledge  of  English  Grammar,  and  of  Modern  Geography,  and  a 
readiness  in  Mental  Arithmetic,  (such  as  Colburn’s  First  Lessons,)  that  is,  an 
ability  to  give  a correct  answer  to  the  questions  as  they  are  read  by  the  teach- 
er, and  to  give  an  account  of  all  the  steps  of  the  mental  process, — also  a good 
knowledge  of  common  arithmetic,  including  all  the  more  difficult  rules.  In 
the  examination  of  arithmetic,  a list  of  questions  taken  from  different  authors 
is  used.  It  is  recommended  that  candidates  for  admission  go  through  two  or 
three  different  authors,  so  as  thus  to  gain  more  mathematical  discipline,  and  be 
better  prepared  for  examination.  Adams’  New  Arithmetic  and  Greenleaf’s 
are  particularly  recommended.  A good  knowledge  of  Mitchell’s  Ancient  Ge- 
ography, of  Andrews’  and  Stoddard’s  Latin  Grammar,  Weld’s  Latin  Lessons, 
(or  Andrews’  Latin  Reader,)  and  Arnold’s  Cornelius  Nepos,  of  the  History  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  Watts  on  the  Mind,  is  also  required.

I edition,)  and  Wood’s  Botany  commenced  ; also  Smellie’s  Philosophy  of  Nat- 
ural History,  and  Marsh’s  Ecclesiastical  History. 
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STUDIES  OF  THE  MIDDLE  CLASS. 

Latin  (Cicero  and  Arnold’s  Prose  Composition,)  Cutter’s  Physiology,  Silli- 
man’s  Chemistry,  Olmsted’s  Natural  Philosophy,  Olmsted’s  Astronomy, 
Wood’s  Botany  continued,  Newman’s  Rhetoric,  Alexander’s  Evidences  of 
Christianity,  and  Day’s  Trigonometry. 

STUDIES  OF  THE  SENIOR  CLASS. 

Latin  (Cicero  and  Arnold’s  Latin  Exercises,)  Hitchcock’s  Geology,  Paley’s 
Natural  Theology,  Upham’s  Mental  Philosophy  in  two  volumes,  Whately’s  Lo- 
gic, Wayland’s  Moral  Philosophy,  Butler’s  Analogy,  and  Milton’s  Paradise  Lost. 

All  the  members  of  the  school  attend  regularly  to  composition,  reading,  and 
calisthenics.  Instruction  is  given  in  vocal  music,  in  linear  and  perspective 
drawing,  and  in  French.  Those  who  have  attended  to  instrumental  music, 
can  have  the  use  of  a Piano  a few  hours  in  each  week. 

Provision  will  be  made  for  those  who  wish  to  continue  their  studies  at  the 
Seminary  beyond  the  required  course. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Instead  of  a private  examination,  a rapid  review  is  given  in  all  the  studies 
of  the  regular  course,  with  which  the  candidates  suppose  themselves  to  be 
thoroughly  acquainted.  In  this  review,  the  length  of  the  daily  lessons  is  reg- 
ulated by  the  promptness  and  accuracy  of  the  recitations.  Of  course,  the 
amount  of  time  thus  devoted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  will  depend  on  the 
scholarship  of  the  young  ladies,  and  on  the  thoroughness  with  which  the  studies 
have  been  pursued.  All  candidates  for  an  advanced  standing,  must  make  due 
allowance  for  the  time  thus  occupied,  or  they  will  be  disappointed  in  their 
classification.  When  there  is  a deficiency  in  the  common  branches,  such  as 
grammar  and  penmanship,  there  must  be  time  taken  to  make  up  the  deficien- 
cy. This  will  deduct  from  the  probability  of  their  being  admitted  to  a standing 
above  the  Junior  Class.  But  those  in  the  Junior  Class  who  are  in  advance  of 
their  class,  but  not  quite  prepared  for  a higher  standing,  can  go  forward  with 
the  Middle  studies  as  they  shall  have  time. 

STUDIES  TAKEN  IN  THEIR  REGULAR  ORDER. 

It  is  expected  that  all  who  enter  the  Seminary  will  pursue  the  branches  of 
the  regular  course  in  order,  taking  the  required  Latin  in  its  place,  whether  they 
can  go  through  the  whole  course  or  not.  No  pledge  is  required  for  a con- 
tinuance in  the  Seminary  for  more  than  a year.  A commencing  of  the 
regular  course  in  order,  is  all  that  is  expected.  All  enter  the  Institution  only 
for  one  year  at  first.  The  question  of  returning  the  second  is  left  for  future 
decision. 

SUSPENDING  STUDIES  DURING  THE  COURSE. 

Those  who  design  to  go  through  the  regular  course  will  find  great  ad- 
vantage  not  to  enter  too  young,  nor  without  sufficient  previous  advance  in 
study,  and  having  entered,  to  go  directly  on  till  their  education  is  finished. 
Still,  many  will  find  it  more  for  their  health  and  improvement  to  suspend  their 
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[j  studies  at  the  Seminary  at  least  one  year  during  the  course.  This  may  be 
| done  for  relaxation,  or  to  advance  their  knowledge  in  other  branches,  without 
1 adding  to  the  number  of  years  spent  in  the  Institution.  Whatever  time  any  j 
: may  devote  to  the  regular  study  of  the  languages  and  of  the  ornamental  branch-  j 
esaway  from  the  Institution  after  their  admission,  should  be  taken  in  the  early  ; 
part  of  the  course.  It  is  better  that  it  should  be  at  the  close  of  the  first  year,  i 
i but  better  at  the  close  of  the  second  than  after  having  finished  the  regular 
course.  The  regular  studies  of  the  Senior  Class  should  be  deferred  to  as  late 
a period  as  possible  in  the  education.  It  is  therefore,  as  we  believe,  very  bad 
economy  of  time,  of  money,  of  intellectual  strength,  and  of  facilities  for  the 
growth  of  character,  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the  soul,  to  finish  the  higher 
{ studies  of  the  Seminary  young,  and  afterwards  to  pursue  the  study  of  Latin, 
French,  Drawing,  Music,  &c.  But  let  young  ladies  enter  on  their  Senior  year  j 
under  the  conviction  that  it  is  really  the  last  year  of  their  pupilage,  and  let  j 
them  have  the  companionship  of  a class  of  as  much  age  and  maturity  as  such  | 
j a standing  in  the  Institution  demands,  and  if  they  are  not  too  young  for  sober  | 
j reflection,  more  can  be  expected  from  its  influence  on  their  intellectual  growth, 
j on  the  strengthening  of  their  moral  principles,  and  in  the  cultivation  of  the  J 
) heart,  than  in  any  ordinary  circumstances. 

REQUIRED  AGE. 

None  are  admitted  to  the  Seminary  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  it  is  bet- 
ter that  they  should  not  enter  under  seventeen  or  eighteen.  While  applica- 
tions continue  as  numerous  as  they  have  been  for  a few  years,  only  a very  few  | 
will  be  admitted  as  young  as  sixteen.  The  places  will  generally  be  reserved  ] 
for  those  older.  None  will  hereafter  be  admitted  to  the  Middle  or  Senior  i 
Class  without  a corresponding  advance  in  age,  except  those  of  superior  attain-  I 
! ments  in  the  languages.

BOOKS  AND  STATIONERY. 

As  Books  and  Stationery  can  be  had  at  the  Seminary  on  very  low  terms,  | 
young  ladies  need  not  purchase  them  elsewhere,  though  it  is  desirable  that  I 
they  bring  with  them  any  of  the  regular  text  books  which  they  may  own  ; also 
a Bible,  an  English  Dictionary,  a Modern  Atlas,  Watts’  Psalms  and  Hymns,  | 
Tillage  Hymns,  the  Dulcimer,  Psalmodist,  or  any  other  musical  works  they 
may  possess;  and  other  books  containing  selections  for  improvement  in  read-  i 
ing,  and  standard  poetical  works.  A commentary  on  the  Bible  will  also  be 
found  very  useful.  The  Bible  lessons  for  the  ensuing  year  will  commence 
with  the  Old  Testament. 

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  year  is  divided  into  three  terms, — the  first  of  fifteen  weeks,  the  second 
of  fourteen,  the  third  of  eleven.  The  first  term  of  the  ensuing  year  will  com- 
mence on  Thursday,  Oct.  4,  and  close  on  Thursday,  Jan.  17.  The  second  j 
term  will  commence  on  Friday,  Feb.  1,  and  close  on  Thursday,  May  8.  The 
third  term  will  commence  on  Friday,  May  23,  and  close  on  Thursday,  Aug.  7. 
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EXPENSES. 

Board  and  tuition,  exclusive  of  fuel  and  lights,  will  be  $68  a year;  $34  to 
be  paid  on  entrance,  and  $34  at  the  commencement  of  the  second  term.  No 
deduction  will  be  made  for  a short  absence.  In  case  of  protracted  absence, 
the  charge  is  made  by  the  week,  and  not  by  the  year ; but  it  is  higher  in  pro- 
portion, at  the  rate  of  $90  a year. 

FAMILY  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

All  the  teachers  and  pupils  board  in  the  establishment.  None  are  received 
to  board  elsewhere.  The  family  and  school  are  so  organized,  that  they  form 
constituent  parts  of  the  same  whole ; each  advancing  the  interests  of  the  other, 
and  both  uniting  to  promote  the  improvement,  comfort  and  happiness  of  the 
household.  Every  thing  relative  to  the  improvement  and  division  of  time,  to 
giving  and  receiving  instruction,  and  to  social  intercourse,  partakes  more  of 
the  simplicity  of  the  family  circle,  than  of  the  common  restrictive  rules  of  the 
school  system. 

DOMESTIC  DEPARTMENT. 

All  the  members  of  the  school  aid  to  some  extent  in  the  domestic  work  of 
the  family.  The  portion  of  time  thus  occupied,  is  so  small  that  it  does  not 
retard  their  progress  in  study,  but  rather  facilitates  it  by  its  invigorating  influ- 
ence. But  it  is  no  part  of  the  design  of  this  Seminary  to  teach  young  ladies 
domestic  work.  This  branch  of  Education  is  exceedingly  important,  but  a 
literary  institution  is  not  the  place  to  gain  it.  Home  is  the  proper  place  for 
the  daughters  of  our  country  to  be  taught  on  this  subject,  and  the  mother  is 
the  appropriate  teacher.  Some  may  inquire,  ‘ What  then  can  be  the  design 
of  this  arrangement  ? ’ It  may  be  replied,  that  the  family  work  must  be  per- 
formed— that  it  is  difficult  to  find  hired  domestics,  and  to  retain  them  any  con- 
siderable time  when  they  are  found — and  that  young  ladies  engaged  in  study 
suffer  much  in  their  vigor  and  intellectual  energy,  and  in  their  future  health, 
for  the  want  of  exercise.  The  construction  of  the  building  and  the  family  ar- 
rangements are  such  as  to  render  it  convenient  and  suitable  for  the  members 
of  the  school  to  take  exercise  in  the  domestic  department,  thus  receiving  a 
benefit  themselves,  and  conferring  a benefit  on  others.  This  feature  of  the 
Institution  will  not  relieve  mothers  from  the  responsibility  of  giving  their 
daughters  a thorough  domestic  education  ; but  it  will  rather  throw  before  those 
who  are  seeking  for  them  the  privileges  of  this  Seminary,  additional  motives 
to  be  faithful  in  this  important  duty. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

It  is  expected  of  all  who  are  admitted  to  this  Seminary, 

1.  That  they  will  be  of  the  age  required,  as  stated  on  page  13. 

2.  That  they  will  continue  through  the  year,  (extraordinary  circumstances 
excepted.) 

3.  That  they  will  be  well  prepared  in  the  studies  required  for  admission. 
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4.  That  they  will  each  furnish  their  own  napkins  and  towels,  one  pair  of 
sheets  and  pillow-cases,  and  one  blanket  to  be  used  on  their  own  bed ; also 
one  table  or  desert  spoon,  and  one  tea  spoon  to  be  used  in  the  family. 

5.  That  every  article  of  clothing  will  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  whole 
name. 

PUNCTUALITY,  STUDY  HOURS  AND  RECREATION. 

Perfect  punctuality  through'  the  whole  year,  without  interruption,  is  the 
standard  presented  to  every  pupil  on  entering  the  Seminary.  Without  a high 
standard  of  punctuality,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  a high  standard  for  study 
and  correct  scholarship.  The  loss  of  a single  lesson,  or  the  study  hours  of  an 
evening,  may  be  felt  for  many  weeks.  One  imperfect  lesson  often  discourages 
a pupil,  and  produces  a succession  of  similar  lessons ; one  absence  prepares  the 
way  for  another,  and  a deficiency  of  promptness  in  one  scholar,  will  have  its 
influence  on  others.  It  is  very  important  that  the  regular  study  hours  should 
be  uninterrupted.  Calls  and  visits  made  by  the  young  ladies,  are  confined  to 
recreation  hours,  and  to  the  regular  day  given  to  recreation.  Their  friends  in 
the  vicinity  are  recpaested,  as  far  as  convenient,  to  make  their  calls  during 
these  hours ; but  the  friends  of  the  Institution  and  strangers  from  abroad,  are 
invited  to  call  on  the  teachers  any  day  or  hour  most  convenient  to  them. 
The  Sabbath  is  of  course  excepted.  The  teachers  make  such  arrangements 
that  some  one  of  their  number  can  be  at  liberty  at  any  time  to  attend  to  com- 
pany. Wednesday  is  the  regular  day  of  recreation. 

SABBATH. 

The  young  ladies  do  not  make  or  receive  calls  on  the  Sabbath ; neither 
should  they  spend  a single  Sabbath  from  the  Seminary  during  term  time. 
This  Institution  is  the  result  of  benevolent  efforts,  and  that  it  will  be  decidedly 
religious  in  its  influence  has  been  the  reasonable  expectation  of  its  friends.  In 
using  the  appropriate  means  of  giving  to  the  Institution  such  an  influence,  the 
Sabbath  is  far  the  most  important  day.  While  absence  on  any  other  day  is 
greatly  to  be  regretted,  it  is  far  more  so  on  the  Sabbath.  However  great  may 
be  its  privileges  in  any  other  spot,  the  excitement  of  visiting,  of  meeting  friends 
and  of  home  scenes,  will  prevent  in  a great  measure  the  improvement.  The 
place  of  weekly  labors  is  the  most  favorable  spot  for  the  scenes  of  the  Sabbath. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Communications  relating  to  admission  to  the  Seminary,  may  be  addressed 
to  the  Principal,  Miss  Mary  W.  Chapin,  South  Hadley.  Pupils  are  admit- 
ted only  in  the  autumn.  The  name,  age,  attainments  and  general  character- 
istics of  the  applicant  should  be  stated. 

A few  weeks  at  the  commencement  will  be  considered  as  probationary,  that 
any  who  may  be  found  deficient  in  knowledge,  or  in  mental  discipline,  or  in 
maturity  of  character,  may  not  remain  through  the  year,  to  their  own  disad- 
vantage, and  to  the  injury  of  others. 
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ANNIVERSARY  AND  PUBLIC  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  anniversary  will  take  place  on  the  first  Thursday  of  August,  and  will 
be  connected  with  a public  examination,  which  will  commence  on  Tuesday, 
A.  M.,  Aug.  5,  and  close  on  Thursday,  A.  M.,  Aug.  7.  The  annual  Address 
will  be  delivered  on  Thursday,  Aug.  7.  Exercises  to  commence  at  11  o’clock. 
The  morning  of  the  same  day,  from  8 o’clock  till  11,  will  be  occupied  in  finish- 
ing the  examination  of  the  school. 

TO  ACCEPTED  CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  ENSUING  YEAR. 

1.  Endeavor  to  avoid  a late  failure.  Late  failures  are  a great  inconven- 
ience. If  circumstances  render  it  doubtful  whether  you  can  attend,  please  at 

; least  to  communicate  immediately  the  degree  of  uncertainty. 

2.  Endeavor  to  be  well  prepared  for  examination  on  the  preparatory  studies. 

3.  Be  careful  to  be  present  the  first  day,  (Oct.  4.)  It  is  better  that  all 
should  come  as  early  as  Wednesday,  so  as  to  be  ready  to  commence  their  ex- 
aminations on  Thursday  morning. 

4.  Remember  to  bring  the  articles  of  furniture  specified  on  page  15.  These 
articles  can  be  purchased  here  if  it  is  preferred. 

5.  Provide  clothing  suitable  for  the  season,  and  the  climate, — such  as  flan- 
nels, warm  stockings,  shoes  suitable  for  going  out  in  unpleasant  weather,  and 
an  umbrella.  This  direction  is  very  important  for  young  ladies  away  from  home. 

6.  Be  careful  not  to  mistake  the  time  of  the  anniversary  and  public  exami- 
nations of  the  present  year,  on  page  16,  for  the  commencement  of  terms  next 
year,  page  13. 

In  communications  by  writing  there  is  a liability  to  mistakes  between  inqui- 
ries about  the  admission  of  pupils,  and  decided  applications.  During  the 
month  of  June,  a copy  of  this  catalogue  will  be  forwarded  to  each  accepted 
candidate  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  this  paragraph  marked.  If  there  is  a mis- 
take about  the  application  of  any  to  whom  it  is  thus  forwarded,  information 
should  be  communicated  immediately. 

If  any  are  not  well  prepared  for  examination,  in  all  the  studies  required  for 
admission,  including  Latin,  they  are  requested  to  withdraw  their  names. 
None  but  scholars  of  superior  mathematical  minds  should  venture  on  arithme- 
tic by  just  finishing  the  more  difficult  rules,  without  a thorough  and  repeated 
review. 

A delay  of  one  year  in  entering  the  Institution  is  not  so  great  a disadvan- 
tage as  the  hindrance  of  deficient  preparation.
